The Fore River shipyards, a verit-

It shows how the value of lots 
of different depths vary

pared to the lot of Ideal depth of 100 
'eel. The depth table merely expresses 
these relationships In tabular form. 
Curves and tables are prepared sepa- 
rately for 'residential1 and 'business' 
land.
